ThepreaenoeorOen. B. B Book- 
Bar in the county Monday recalled to 
the minds of hundreds of people the 
oooaaion when he addreamd the pe<v 
pie here July 2.'?, 1801. He was ac- 
companied by Maj. Mat Adams, and 
the two addrcand one of the largeat 
audiences ever assembled in the coun 
ty to hear a political speech. 

Gen. Buoknei'a term as governor 
was then drawing to a close, and he 
was touring the State in behalf of the 
Democratic ticket aad platform. The 
platform the Democracy of the State 
adopted that year, and upon which 
Oen. Buokner was standiug and urg- 
ing the election of Uon John Young 
Brown, had the following plank: 

"Recognizing the fact that the 
United States ia the greatest silver 
prododng country in the world, and 
that both gold and silver were equally 
the money of the conatitntion, from 
the beginning of the BepnUle to the 
hostile and Iraudulent legislation ot 
the Republican party againat silver, 
whldi andnly eontraetod the eironlai 

ing medium of the country, and feel- 
ing that the great interests of the peo 
pie demanded mora moaey for nee ia 
the channels of tri^de and commerce, 
we tender our gratitude to the D^mo- 
oiati ia the last Congress, for theix 
almost nnanimous votes in both hous- 
es in favor of the free coinage ot sil- 
ver, and demand its restoration to the 
poaition of equalit/ before rae law, 
given to it by our fatherf." ' 

Uov. Buokner opened hla epeie h io 
defence ot this platform, aaaMrtiBg to 
the report mada ia the Paiaa ot July 
80, 1891. as follows: 

"He read aa extract from a speech 
Mr. liaeda made after the war, ia 
Wkkk that great man said that 'corpo 
tit^irr* had been enthroned by reaaoa 
of watt wealth ■oBiiatratad. aad Aat 
be trembled for this country and felt 
that it was in more Uanger than even 
in time of war. 'Had that great man,' 
said Uen. Buckner, 'been inspired 
with power from on high, he could 
not have better depicted the futnrv of 
his country. Ihe eorporatlooa wan 
onthroaed, aad tba money powar wit

pons. 

There is now 8140,000,000 of gold 
in the United States treasury which 
John Q. Carlisle, by order of Orover 
Cleveland, and in gross violation of 
law, biughtat an average premium 
of twelve percent It ought not to 
be lurrendered to foreign bankers for 
export. When they want ooin for 
redemption give them ailver. This 
will enable Mr. Qage to avoid the im 
poachable violations of law of whieh 
hia predecessor was guilty. 

Redemption in gold in pretoraaoeto 
silver is dishoneat w h eBOfi f It ooatB 
a penny extra. 

The assertion that any man ia eati 
fled to gola instead of silver at the 
treaaurj for any purpose whatever, is 
afhkahood, and i^ea attered by 
those who administer the laws and are 
therefore bound to read them, it ia a 
wiUfU talmhood. 

As a conclusion from the foregoing 
It follows that the United States is a 
double standard country to the extent 
of the 1430,000,000 uf silver dollars 
in existence, and the silver bullion 
now ia the treasury represente<l by 
9160,000,000 of coin notes issued for 
its purchase and the remaining silver 
bullion being ita aeignorage on the 
same. Thia, too, notwithstanding the 
fact that as to all treuury operations 
it was made a gold sundard oaVBtiy 
by executive usurpatioo.
